Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  for  the  year  1946. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  the 
district  shows  an  increase  of  589  on  the  1945  figure.  The  birth  rate  and  death 
rate  for  the  district  remained  stationary. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year  and  there 
has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  with  the  exception  of  whooping 
cough  of  which  there  were  87  cases  notified  and.  on-  death.  Ho  case  of  infectious  : 
disease  was  removed  to  hospital  for" treatment  during  1946. 

There  has  been  no  significant  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  or  in  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Fewer  cases  of  scabies  and  of  verminous  conditions  were  reported  during  the 

year . 

The  steady  increase  of  past  years  in  the  percentage  of  tho  child  population 
immunised  against  diphtheria  has  not  been  maintained  during  1946.  The  figure  of 
52/c  of  the  child  population  considered  immunised  in  the  age  group  under  5  years 
is  not  satisfactory.  It  is  hoped  that  tho  setback  is  tomporarv  and  that  tho 
percentage  of  the  child  population  immunised  will  again  rise  during  1947. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  to  the  source  of  supplv,  or  treatment  of  tho 
water  from  the  Corfo  Castle  and  Ulwell  sources  during  the  year.  Particulars 
of  tho  condition  of  tho  raw  and  treated  v/ator  aro  given  in  tho  body  of  this 
rcrort.  Tho  treated,  water  as  supplied  was  rogularlv  sampled  during  the  voar 
and.  was  found  to  bo  satisfactory  on  all  occasions. 

The  Council  decided  not  to  participate  in  tho  Hare ham  &  Purbock  Rural  District 
Council  scheme  for  the  trial  boring  for  water  at  Snellings  Farm,  1  oroton,  to 
supply  both  districts. 

Tho  district  in  common  with  the  rest  of  tho  Countrv  has  its  housing  oroblem, 
Much  has  been  done  by  the  Council  by  requisitioning  houses  and  where  sultablo 
converting  them  into  flats  for  the  rehousing  of  families  inadequately  housed. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  progress  of  tho  Councils  schemo  for  the  building  of 
premanent  houses  suffered  a  number  of  setbacks  and  work  of  building  housos  had 
not  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks,  to  tho  members  of  the  Council  for  thoir  kindness 
and  consideration,  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  tho  officiont  manner  in  ’which 
he  has  carried  out  his  duties  during  tho  veur  and  to  my  1011017  officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Water  Supply. 


The  construction  of  the  open  slow  sand  filters  at  the  Council's  Corfe  Castle 
Waterworks  vr  s  completed  by  the  end  of  tho  yoar  but  thov  could  not  bo  brought  in 
to  use  owing  to  non-do livor’r  of  punping  plant. 

Thoro  was  no  change  in  tho  source  of  water  supply  to  the  district. 

Tho  Swanagc  water  sunply  cones  from  two  sources  (l)  the  Corfu  CastlG  Spring, 
(2)  tho  Ulwoll  Boro  and  Spring. 

Tho  Corfe  Castle  Spring  is  located  100  yards  north-east  of  tho  railway 
bridge,  by  tho  side  of  Studland  Road,  and  about  50  ft.  above  O.D.  Tho  spring 
issues  from  tho  vertical  junction  of  tho  Chalk  and  Tertiary  Bods. 

Tho  situation  of  this  spring  makes  it  liable  to  very  serious  pollution. 

It  lies  immediately  north-east  of  a  gap  in  the  Purbock  Hills  which  are  formed 
by  the  outcropping  chalk  stratum.  immediately  south  of  tho  gap  lies  the 
village  of  Corfu  Castle.  All  the  drainage  from  Corfu  Castlo  Village  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  valley  south  of  tire  Purbock  Hills  passes  through  this  gap 
in  two  streams  uniting  in  the  gap  to  form  the  Corfe  River  which  flows  past  the 
spring-head  and  about  25  to  30  ft.  distant  from.  it. 

"y  predecessor  Hr.  Honnoth  Haws  on  carried  out  tests  at  Corfo  Castle  in 
1938  which  indicatod  that  the  Corfe  Castle-  opring  was  polluted  b  r  the  adjacent 
stream..  It  is  evident  that  with  continued  and  increased  pumping  from  this 
source  tire  channels  of  pollution  in  tho  chalk  formation  will  become  more 
and  more  open  and  tho  water  of  the  soring  bocome  more ^ readily  polluted. 

Tho  TJiwell  Source  yields  a  limited  supply  which  is  used  to  supplement 
the  supply  from  tho  CorfG  Castle  Spring  which  is  tho  main  source.  Tho  water 
cones  from  the  greensand  layers  and  its  quality  is  aatisf actory. 

Wator  from  tho  Corfo  Castlo  and  ■  lwell  Sources  is  chlorinated.  The 
dosage  of  chlorine  is  controlled  by  regular  estimations  of  chlorine  content 
at  the  punpin/  stations.  arr1  chocked  by  chlorine  estimations  carried  out  at 
t  re  County  Laboratory. 

Fifteen  samples  wore  taken  for  estimation  of  chlorine  from  tho  Corfo 
Castlo  Suoplv  and  17  from  tho  Ulwoll  Guoply.

Housing. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  older  houses  in  the  town  have  suffered 
ba-ly  during  an'’  since  the  war,  from  lac1'  of  repair  and  maintenance. 

many  will  need  extensive  reconditioning,  when  conditions  permit,  to  bring 
them  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  for  human  habitation  whilst  many  others  have 
•past  into  the  category  of  houses  that  can  only  be  dealt  with  by  demolition. 

Much  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  time  is  taken  up  at  presort  with  conversion 
of  houses  into  flats  for  the  rehousing  of  familios  inadequately-  house'-1,  and  the 
issue  of  building  licences,  with  the  result  that  the  routine  inspection  of  houses 
in  ehe  district  which  had  to  be  discontinued  during  the  war  years  has  not  been 
resumed#  A  complete  and  detailed  housing  survey  should  bo  made  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.  That  there  aro  familios  living  in  overcrowded  and  under 
unsatisfactory  condit?  ons  is  known  but  only  a  survey  can  give  an  accurate  picture 
of  housing  conditions  in  the  district.

There  was  nnc  death  from 
whooping  cough.
